LONDON BOY-THIEVES. 

The London Morning Chronicle has for some time 
been publishing the results of investigations, by agents 
of its own, respecting the eondition and habits of the 
lower classes in that metropolis. Many of is articles, 
full, astounding, and heart-rending, we have read 
with a melancholy interest. A short time since, the 
young thieves and vagabonds were invited to meet one 
of the agents ata public school room. The object | 
was to ascertain if possible, the Aome influences that 
were daily brought to bear upon these children. Here | 
is an account of the meeting. About 150 of the young 
reprobates attended : | 

At first their behavior was very noisy and disorder- | 
ly, but before the cluse they became peaceable and | 
even respectful in their demeanor Nineteen had 
fathers and mothers sull Lving ; thirty-nine had only | 
one parent; and eighty were orphans in the fullest 
sense of the word, having neither father nor mother. 
alive. Of professed beggars there were fifty, and 
sixty-six who acknowledge themselves to be habitual 
thieves.

The influence of 
such drugs are temporary, and when diseases they 
are employed to relieve approach a fatal termination, 
other causes operate by which these eflects are super- 
seded or forgotien. 

The drugs whose effect on the mind it is most im- 
portant to notice are narcotics. ‘The principal of these 
the diseases from which man sufiers. Administered 
to allay pain, to induce sleep, or to « heck diarrhea, it 
produces the most pleasurable sensations imayinable.

To allay cough in consumption, and to check diarrhea, 
so seldom absent in the later stages of that disease, 
this drag is considered the chief dependence of the 
physician, or as Dr. Watson expresses it, ‘* the sheet 
anchor.’ It is an ingredient in nearly all prepara- 
tions for the alleviation and cure of dysentery, and is 
given to quiet the nerves of persons delirious, as in 
some cases of typhoid fever. One of the ethets of 
this drug is to Jessen the fear ofdeath. Dr. Rush* 
says, ** Lhave seen patients cheerful in their last mo- 
ments, from the operation of this medicine on the body 
and mind.”’ ‘The extracts of stramonium, hyoscyamus, 
and other plants of the datura class, (genus datura) 
produce similar effecis. Hyoseyamus given to chil- 
dren and others with whom opium disagrees, when ad- 
ministered in full doses, brings before the mind visions 
of beauty, and the patient awakes in a transport of 
delight. We remember a ease of an individual sink- 
ing under dysentery, who spoke of bright forms which 


seemed to hover around her as she slept, aud some- 


times when awake she would sing with a degree of 
energy beyond her natural strength. These trans- 
ports followed the admivistration of morphine, After 
the effects of the medicine had passed away, she was 
perfectly quiet, maniiesting bo emotion. A consistent 
life left no doubt in this instance, for her to die was gain, 
In an existing case of pulmonary disease that has come 
under our notice, the patient 1s most of the time in a 
state of joyousness bordering on transport. But when 
not under the influence of opiates, a disinclination to 
converse is manitesied. We have evidence of the 
conversion of this individual apart from the rapture oc- 
casionally expressed. 

The effects of narcotics are not unifotmly the same. 
There is a stage when they excite unutterable anguish. 
** Visions of bright forms dabbled in blood, and scenes 
of crime and horror which are at once loathed and rev- 
elled in.”’ Extract of bellad ad 
nus, [locked-jaw,] in hooping-cough, and severe cases 
of neuralgia, while it usually acts to diminish the pow- 
er of the nervous system, if the dose should be too large 
by a quantity the most minute, the mind would be fill- 
ed with terror, We should therefore expect persons 
dying from a disease in which this drug was employ- 
ed would manifest some degree of fear, whatever their 
spiritual condition. 

In typhoid fever but little medicine is administered. 
If the disease becomes severe, accompanied with ac- 
tive delirum and sleeplessness, the aim of the physi- 
cian is to quiet the nerves; for tne patient ‘if he 
sleep will do well.’’ With this object in view, mor- 
phine, hyoseyamus, chlorie ether combined with mor- 
phine, and other narcotics are administered. ** Ohow 
good the Lord is!

In diseases where the nerves are much excited, the 
organs of hearing are sometimes morbidly acute. Ev- 
ery movement in the room and every noise in the 
| street causes pain. We have read of a case where 
\the morbid sensitiveness of the organs of hearing was 
| so great that the preparations for a funeral going on in 

the next house were heard and described by the pa- 
tient, while his attendants could not hear a sound. 

Noi unfrequently when the nerves are in this excit- 
ed condition, sounds will be heard which have no real 
existence. ‘Sir D. Brewster relates the case of a 
lady, subject to spectral illusions, whose ear was 
mocked by unreal sounds as her eye by unreal visions. 
Being in her right mind, and perfectly aware of the

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infidelity of her senses, she repeatedly heard not vague 
noises merely, but voices and sentences, when none 
were uttered." When the nerves are thus sffected 
by disease, and the mind is under the influence of some 
narcotic drug, the sounds heard may be those of a 
most unearthly melody, *‘*O, what heavenly music !” 
said the sick man above alludedto. But as those around 
him stood awe-strock as he described music such as 
was never heard by mortal ears, he al! at once ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ Now, some nervous lady would call what I 
hear, the singing of angels, or something of that surt. 
But there is no music in reality. The singing is all 
in my head."’ He was right. This individual recov- 
ered, and is able to attribute his experiences io their 
true cause. We have as yet named no instance of a 
miserable end distinctly traceable to the effects of med- 
icine. We have w d no such inst » but have 
heard it stated they are by no means uncommon. ‘They 
are attended with such fest symp of deliri 
when they occur, that all attribute them to this cause. 
We are always more inclined to hope for the best eon- 
cerning the condition of departed friends than to fear 
the worst. Yet we would have it remembered that 
the fear manifesied may have been excited by some 
drug; or its exp i be iously uttered, 
when on every other topic the man appears rational. 
We have said nothing of calomel. Its specific effect 
on the nervous system is rather obscure. In some 
cases it irritates, but it is probably nearly ineffective 
in fatal cases of the diseases in which it is employed. 
We have thus gone through with our examination 
of the more prominent d to our climate, 
and the principal remedies employed by regular prac- 
tittoners, endeavoring to indicate their effects upon the 
mind. With regard to the effects of medicines used 
in cases that fall to the hands of other than regular 
physicians, our sources of information are extremely 
lunited. It is certain, however, that the base of most 
ofthe patent medicines for consumption and chronic 
diseases generally, is opium or other narcotic. The 
vegetable kingdom abounds in them, and their influ 
ence in alleviating pain and inspiring hope are too 
well known for them to remain unemployed by men 
whose chances of accumulating wealth depend on the 
good opinion of their patients. 

It is proper to refer in this connection to the effects 
on the mind produced by odors, whenever liniments or 
Asa gen-

produced by the same drug taken into the stomach. 
“A common perfume—imusk—is a powerful stimu- 
lant. Taken internally, it raises the pulse without in- 
creasing the heat of the bedy. 














other external applications are employed. 


It increases in a re- 
markable degree the energy of the brain and nerves, 
and when used simply as a perfume, its effects differ 
in degree notin kind. The odor of the seeds of hen- 
bane (hyoseyatnus) produces a disposition to anger and 
strife, Salvertet relates the following anecdote in il- 
lustration. ‘* A married couple, who, although they 
coming to blows, remain a few hours tn their ordinary 
workroom.

True, the sides of the mine glittered when their torch- 
es shune upon them, massive stalactites hur g from the 
domes above, and the various colors of the copper 
mocked the hues of the rainbow. But it was an an- 
natural and gloomy splendor, cold and cheerless even 
to one who visited the mine but for an hour, while to 
the unhappy laborer, whose days and bights were 
spent in this abyss, the eveilasting chill and gloom 
was maddening. 

Insanity was, among the miners, the most eommon 
of all diseases. The large assembly who had crowd- 
ed together beneath the mouth of the mine, was di- 
vided into groups. Those who had been friends and 
neighbors in happier days, seught, in this brief inter- 
val from toil, 1 inquire after each other's health, and 
obiain or offer some word of sympathy or encourage- 
ment, as their several griefs allowed.

These maimed and toil 

worn laborers, with garments torn and filthy, with 
beards long and neglected, were once honored and en- 
vied. Not ove year has passed,—nay, with some not 
one month,—since they were dwelling in their own 
elegant homes, in the enjoyment of all the luxuries 
that wealth could purchase. Slaves perfumed the 
couches on which they reposed. and adju ted with the 
utmost care coverlets wrought with gold and purple in 
Indian looms. Svon as they rose from their beds of. 
down, the bath was prepared for them, and while en- 
Joying this luxury, a slave often read some amusing 
or instructive book. Those feet, torn and lacerated 
by the sharp rocks on which they have trodden, have 
tutherto watked on floors of marble. This wretched 
looking assembly has been picked from the noblest 
and richest classes of tne citiessin which they dwelt, 
Antioch and Carthage, Ephesus and Smyrna, have 
sent their quota. They are citizeos of so much wealth 

and importance, that the Emperor doubts the policy of 
putting them at once to ignominious death ; but they 
have professed the Christian taith, for which reason, 
Valerian has, in the very mockery of mercy, spared 

their lives and sent them hither. In the mockery of 
mercy, for who would not prefer the most cruel death to 
such a life? Who would not prefer to pass swiftly 
through the fiery furnace to the nght hand of Godt 
Probably,notone. But in this, as in all the other events 
Valerian had ro'ed the Roman empire for three 
years, during which he protected the church, ard be- 
stowed offices of trust on many of its members, so that

Devout pastors 
warned their flocks, that every where appeared signs 
of declension. Cyprian declared, in tones of earnest 
eloquence, that God loved his churches too well to 
permit things to go on thus Pride, ambition, luxury 
and strife prevailed to the disgrace of the Christian 
name. The world and the world’s children took note 
of these things.

During their brief rest false professors had 
entered that church; these dropped off like the yellow 
leaves in an adtumn wind. But herein God was 
greatly glorified, for out of those declining churches, 
from among those seemingly careless and unfruitful 
Christians, rose a mighty army of confessors and mar- 
tyrs. Many were called to die. Such calmly yielded 
back their spirits to God. But many, also, of the 
most honored and wealthy, were called to the severer 
trial of sacrificing every thing that made life pleasant, 
yet continuing to live in poverty and in slavery; cut 
off even from the light and air of heaven. Such 
was the lot of those who were sent to the copper 
mines. Chiist loved them with an everlasting love, 
therefore, he would not permit them to break away 
from sin, and judge themselves uafit for eternal life. 
In suffering, he sanctified them, aud made them fit 
for heaven. His Holy Spirit sustained them. and en- 
abled them to glonfy God, by proving to their own 
and to all other times how great is the difference be- 
tween the Christian and the worldling.

DISCOVERIES IN THE INTERIOR OF S&S. AFRICA. 

The London Evangelical Magazine for March, has 
a letter from Rev. David Livingston, sddressed to the 
Rev. Arthur Tidman, Foreign Secretary of the Lon- 
don Missionary Society, communicating the geograph- 
ical discoveries in the interior of South Africa, made 
by Mr. L. during the last year. The Msgazine deems 
the létter most ** interestisg in its character, and im- 
portant in its bearings."” The station of Mr. Livinge- 
ton is at Kolobeng. In July last, accompanied by two 
enterprising English travellers, Messrs. Marray and 
Oswell, he set out northward on an exploring tour. 
He says that when a ** Bermangueato chief became 
aware of our intentions to pats into the regione be- 
yond him, with true native inhumanity, he sent men 
before us to'drive away all Bushmen and Bakalihari 
from our route, in order that bemg deprived of their 
assistance in the search for waier we might be com- 
pelied to return. This measure deprived me of the 
opportunity of holding the intercourse with theee 
poor outcasts, I might ctherwise have enjeyed. But

They call themselves Bayeiye, or men, while the term 
Bakoba, (the name has somewhat the meaning of 
**glaves,’')is applied to them by the Bechuanas. ‘Their 
complexion is darker than that of the Bechuanas ; and, 
of 300 words 1 collected of their language, only 21 
bear any resemblance to Sitehvana. They paddle 
along the nvers and jake in canoes hollowed out of the 
tranks of single trees; take fish in nets made of a 
weed which abounds on the banks ; and kill hippopet- 
ami with harpoons attached to ropes. We greatly 
admire the frank, manly bearing of these inland sa:l- 
ors. Many of them spoke Sitchuana fvently, and, 
while the wagon went along the bank, | greatly en- 
joved following the windings of the river ia one of 
their primitive craft, and visiting their little villages 
among the reed. ‘The banks are beautiful beyond any 
we bad ever seen, except perhaps some parts of the 
Clyde. They are covered, in general, with gigantic 
trees, some of them bearing fruit, and quite new, 
Two of the Boabob variety measured 70 to 76 feet in 
circumference. the higher we ascended the nver, 
the broader it became, until we often saw more than 
100 vards of clear deep water between the broad bee lt 
of reed which grows in shallower parts The water 
was clear as crystal, and as we appreached the point 
of junction with other large nvers, reported fo eaest in 
the North, it was quite soft and cold The fact that 
the Zonga is connected with large rivers coming from 
the North awakeos emotions in my mind, which make 
the discovery of the lake dwindle out of sight. It 
opens the prospect of a highway, capable of being 
quickly traversed by boats, to a large section of well 
peopled territory. ‘The hopes which that prospect 
inspires for the bemighted inhatitants, might, uf aiter- 
ed, call forth the charge of enthusiasm. 

One remarkable feature in this nver is, its periodi- 
ca! rise and tall. It bas risen nearly three feet in 
height since our arrival, and this is the dry season. 
That the rise is not caused by rains is evident from the 
water being so pure. lis purity and softness inc Teas- 
ed as we ascended towards its junction with the T. m- 
unakle, from which, although connected with | the 
Lake, it derives the present increased supply. The 
sharpness of the air caused an amazing keenness of 
appetite, at an elevation of little more than 2000 feet 
above the level of the sea, (water boiled at 207 1-2 deg. 
Thermometer,) and the reports of the Bayeiye, that 
the waters came from a mountainous region, suggest- 
ed the conclusion that the increase of the water at the 
beginning and middie of the dry season must be de- 
rived from melting snow. 5 

All the rivers reported, to the north of this, have 
Bayeiye upon them, and there are other tnbes on their 
banks. ‘To one of these, after visiting the Batavana, 
and taking a peep at the broad part of the lake, we di- 
rected our course. But the Batavana Chief managed 
to vbstroct us, by keeping all the Bayeiye near the 
ford on the opposite bank of the Zonga. African 
Chefs invariably dislike to see strangers passing (cm 
to tribes beyond. Sebitoane, the Chief who in former 
vears saved the life of Sechele, our Chief, hives about 
ten days north-east of the Batavana. The latter sent 
a present as atoken of gratiude. This would have 
been a good introduction , the knowledge of the lan- 
guage, however, is the best we can have. 1 endeavor- 
ed to construct a raft, at a part which wasonly filly or 
sixty vards wide, bat the wood, thoogh sun-dned, 
was so heavy it sunk immediately ; another kind would 
not bear my weight, although a considerable portion 
of my person was under water. I could have swam 
across, and fain would have done it; but, landing 
without clothes, and then demanding of the Bakoba 
the loan of a beat, would seareely be the thing for a 
messenger of peace, even tf ough no alligator met me

Kossurn ann mis Wire.—From a private letter 
by an American in Constafttinople, dated Jan. 22d, 
and published in the foreign correspondence of the N. 
York Spectator, we learn the following : 

The steamer which is to bring Kossuth from Shum- 
la leaves tomorrow or next day. He is to be sent 
three days journey to the South east of this, where he 
is to live with the rest of the Hungarians until the 
Sultan shall consider Hungary sufficiently quiet to free 
him. They are to be supported by the Turkish gov- 
ernment, and it is said that the Sultan allows Kossuth 
10,000 piastres, (416,) per month. Madame Ke 
suth has arrived in ‘Turkey, and was sent by the Sar- 
jdinian consul, in good style to her husband, We 
jhave not heard yet of ber arrival in Shomla, She 
| had suffered de before arriving in Turkey, and 
| was almost destitate of clothing when received by the 
Sardinian consul. The Turkish government behives 
most generously to the refugees, and the officers sent 
to remove them, received the Sultan's personal order 
to purchase at his expense every kind of comfort for 
them on the way. The cruelties exercised on the re- 
| fugees to make them become ‘Turks, are charged to 
Bem and not to the Porte. Itis melancholy enough 
to see poor Italians driven fiom Rome and Venice 
crowd into a Mohamedan country to eseape starvation. 
They are here in crowds. Great numbers are in 
Greece, and I am told they are also in Alexandria and 
Syria in crowds,
